Lee Fool; was arraigned on indictments 
charging him with assaulting and wound- 
ing Siny Lay 'ami Chang Yoowith an iron 
bar, and pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. IVTcCroiyht, Q.C* and Mr. Robert- 
son, Q.C. , for the prosecution; Mr. 
Elliott, instructed by Mr. T. Davio,fortho 
. defence. 

The Chief Justice remarked on the un- 
satisfactory character of the depositions 
in which the names of prosecutors and 
prisoner were spelled in several different 
. ways. 

The following jury were, enipanneled: 
Goo. Thomson (foreman), W. lialpenny, 
J. Pearco, J. Work, J. Mason, W. Clark', 
L. Young, J. K. Gray, E. Lince, A. N. 
Nicholson, J. D. Robinson, J. Dorniaii. 

All jurors not enipanneled in this case 
were discharged from further attendance 
for the day. 

Sing Say was placed in the witness-box 
and sworn over a piece of flaming paper 
to tell the truth. 

Two interpreters wore sworn in— one 
for the prosecution, and one for the de- 
fence. 

Witnesses were ordered out of earshot. 

After a careful hearing of the evidence 
adduced, which was principally Chinese, 
the jury retired to consider their verdict 
and having been absent about five minutes 
returned a verdict of guilty of common 
assault. 

Tho prisoner was then sentenced to one 
week's imprisonment and ordered to pay 
tho costs of the prosecution; in default of 
payment an additional term of three 
months' imprisonment. 

At the conclusion of the case tho learn- 
ed Judge directed the Sergeant of Police 
to lay information against the partners of 
the prisoner who were known to keep 
common gambling houses, but to take 
no proceedings against the prisoner him- 
self as the sentence of the Court already 
pronounced was sufficient punishment for 
him. His lordship regretted that the 
disturbances which occur in houses of 
such a charactor occupy bo much of the 
valuable time of the jurors, witnesses and 
tlie Court gonerally. 

The Court then adjourned.

Ottawa, Dec. -'7. 

The awarding of the contracts for the 
sections of tho Canadian Pacific Railway 
on tho Yale route has given increased im- 
petus to business circles. Everyone is 
looking towards the Pacific. The interest 
manifested is great and increasing. Men 
and capital will soon be on the way. 

Government are considering the advis- 
ability of subsidizing a line of steamers 
from Halifax, to Asp in wall, thence by 
railway to Panama, and from Panama to 
British Columbia. By this lino thero 
would be a reduction ill fast freight of 
nearly two hundred per cent. 

It is believed that at least two ships 
will load at Montreal or. Halifax for Vic- 
toria early in the spring. Negotiations 
are pending. 

Contractors for the Yale road are ar- 
ranging to utilize surplus Dominion labor, 
in preference to Chinese. Engagements 
for labor in British Columbia have been 
already made here and in Toronto, and 
heavy purchases of supplies have been 
made. There is general satisfaction ex- 
pressed that the great contracting firm of 
Onderdonk & Co. have secured three 
of the railway contracts on the Yale route. 

D. Opponheimer, of your Province, is 
the main promoter of the steamship sub- 
sidy and was tho means of inducing capi- 
talists to compote for tho work. Ho is now 
hero conferring with the leading men. 

Toronto and Montreal capitalists are 
negotiating with him for tho purchase of 
business sites at Emory's Bar. Sales ag- 
gregating nearly $100,000 have been made

New York is still one of tho leading 
markets of the furniture trade, but its 
field has been restricted of late years 
by the activity of Western factories. 
These concerns, carried on in Michigan, 
Southern Ohio.and Indiana,where black 
walnut, now the favorite material for 
cabinet-ware, is abundant, have been 
able largely to supply the Western de- 
mand, and to send some classes of goods 
to the East. They began with the 
plainer and cheaper articles, but are 
now making ' much costly upholstered 
and carved stock. 

Twenty-five rich widows have joined 
in a petition to Congress, representing 
that they are taxed to support a Gov- 
ernment, in the management of which 
they have no voice ; that they are tax- 
ed to support pauperism and crime, 
which are the - direct results of the 
liquor traffic, while they have no voice 
in making the laws under which that 
traffic is permitted and regarded. They 
therefore ask to be relieved of their 
political disabilities, and if this is not 
done that they be relieved from taxa- 
tion. 

Tub Parmer Ant. — Roll up your 
sleeves now, boys, take a very long 
breath and then see if you can jump 
over these two words, "Po-go-no myr- 
mox Bar-ha-tus," for this item is going 
to tell about the Po go-no-niyr-mex 
Bar-ba-tus. Indeed, the Pogononiyr- 
mex Barbatus is no more or less than 
the farmer ant of Texas, or an ant 
that is about as big as your father's 
thumb-nail. The Piev. Dr. H. C. Mc- 
Cook, of this city, has written a book- 
about this ant, but what follows is 
taken from an account printed by Dr. 
Hale, of Chicago, who went to Texas 
just to see the ants some two weeks 
ago. The farmer ants have a million 
cities in Texas. They build a city un- 
derground, with streets, houses and 
public halls. The city is entered by 
two gates on the surfaco of the ground. 
Around these gates lie their farms or 
plantations.- They cut down all the 
grass, except certain kinds which bear 
the seed that they live on, anil so make 
a "clearing," just us a farmer doos 
when ho cuts down trees. The jaw of 
the major ant or best worker, is as 
sharp as a knife, and with the help of 
minor ant or boy worker, a farm eight 
feet squaro is cut. Tho queen ant 
does nothing but attend to the chil- 
dren. Th« male ant or drone is the 
lazy-bones and struts about tho street 
corners. Thus there are four kinds of 
ants in every family. They have 
regular roads through the farms. The 
roads are two inches wide. They havo 
granaries, and the seeds are ripe, fill 
till the granaries with saed for use in cold 
weather. They are great fighters and 
a dozen can soon kill a wasp. They 
clean themselves after eating, take 
good care of the sick and carefully 
bury their dead. It is not certain 
whether they have schools or not, but 
it is likelv that the? have.— E.>:

A notable pauper died a few days 
ago in Charlton Workhouse, England, 
at tho ago of sixty-four. His name was 
Charles Carfcwright. He was a man of 
education, and had once possessed 
wealth. He had run through two for- 
tunes, one of $-00,000, and one of 
$100,000, spending tho money chiefly 
in ostentatious living, and when utterly 
destitute had gone to the workhouse, 
where he lived quietly and contentedly 
for many years, earning a few luxuries 
for himself by writing poeins for the 
country papers, and sermons for neigh- 
boring clergymen. Occasionally his 
friends would tako him away, and 
grant him an allowance; but their efforts 
were useless, as he instantly resumed 
his old habits, frequented the dearest 
restaurants, smoked the most expensive 
cigars, and drove about in cabs. At 
last he died in the workhouse, having 
never, the clerk thought, been un- 
happy, though the chairman, on that 
point, snubbed the clerk, asking if he 
supposed that any contented man 
would over write sermons. 

The Tower of London had a narrow 
escape from being destroyed by fire a 
couple of weeks ago. Fortunately, 
however, owing to the exertions of tho 
London fire brigade, tho flames, which 
severely damaged the officers' quarters, 
were subdued before further mischief 
was done. The Tower has enjoyed a 
long immunity from danger of this de 
scription. Thirty-eight years have 
elapsed since, on October :10, 18+1, tho 
great armoury or storehouse to the cast 
of St. Peter's Chapel, was burned to 
the ground by a fire caused by the over- 
heating of the flue of a stove in the 
Bound or Bowyer Tower immediately 
adjoining. On this occasion 150,000 
stand of small-arms were dostroyed by 
the flames, and the Great or White 
Tower, as well as the Jewel 
Tower, narrowly escaped destruc- 
tion. The Regalia were savod 
mainly by the agility and courage of a 
superintendent of the Metropolitan 
Police, Mr. Piorse, who, squeezing him- 
self through a small aperture hastily 
made by crowbars: in the iron grating 
of the room in which the jewels were 
kept, handed out the various articles 
of the Regalia, remaining at his post 
at the risk of his life until they were 
all rescued.

A Mother's Fronsy. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 20. — An inves- 
tigation into the causes of the fire at 
Haverhill, Mass., Mondaynight, where- 
by Arthur and Horaco Beard, two 
little boys, were burned to crisps, now 
points to tho mother of the two little 
innocents, Frances Beard, as having 
deliberately planned their murder. 
Detectives at work on the case have 
obtained unmistakable evidence to 
show that the mother for some time 
has been acting strangely, and last 
woek expressed feitrs that her two 
little boys would die in want, although 
she was provided with wealth and. 
everything to make their future bright 
and prosperous. 

Early on Monday she was told by a 
neighbor that there was a fall in 
stock of the Ogdensburqh and Lake 
Champlain Railroad from wlrichj she 
was expecting §800 in dividends. She 
acted strange, and, wringing her hands, 
in reply, said, "What will bocome of 
my poor boys?'' Early the same night 
she determined that her little ones 
should not live to faeo a cold and 
heartless world, and after they had re- 
tired with her customary good-night 
kiss, she prepared to burn "them to 
death. While the boys were sleeping 
she saturated their bed with kerosene, 
but, cunningly took every precaution 
to prevent suspicion against her. She 
determined to carry out her deadly 
work after midnight, and, at 1 o'clock 
in the morning set the hoy's bed on 
tiro then locked the door of their room 
to prevent thorn from getting out, 
should they attempt to do so. In half 
an hour her hellish work was complete 
whereupon she hastily disrobed and 
soon after gavo an alarm of lire. 

The firo was hastitly extinquisbed, 
and the charred remains of tho chil- 
dren wero found in their chamber. 
Tho mother claims that her first know- 
ledge of tho tire was when she awoke 
in her bed from a sound sleep. But 
now enough is known to show that she 
did not go to bed at all that night, 
and her disrobing was simply for effect 
and to support her story. 

The greatest excitement prevails at 
Haverhill over the affair, which is 
thought by a majority of the people 
to be the result of Mrs. Beard's insan- 
ity, with which she was afHictcd many 
years ago, when her husband died. 
Mrs. Beard is a woman of culture and 
refinement, and morally, socially, and 
financially is regarded among the first 
families of the town. Her husband 
died, leaving her some §1,000. She 
is now under ser veil lance, waiting an 
investigation to be held by the medi- 
cal examiner. Tho affair, in many 
respects, resembles that on Capo Cod 
recently, when Freeman murdered his 
daughter in a moment of religious 
frenzy. 

Household. 

Sad-Irons may bo mado clean and 
smooth by rubbing them with a bit of 
wax tied in a rag, then scouring with 
a papor or cloth sprinkled with salt. If 
hoated over a coal-oil .flame, rubbing 
them on a cloth moistened with coal 
oil will make them smooth. 

Baked Berts. — These excellent 
vegetables are quite as good baked us 
boiled, and the sugar is better develop- 
ed by tho baking process. The oven 
should not be too hot, and the beets 
must be frequently turned. Do not 
peel them until thoy are cooked, then 
servo with butter, pepper and salt. 

To Wash Flannel. — White llannol 
washed in scalding hot suds, and rins- 
ed in scalding hot water, blued a little, 
will not shrink. With a washer and 
a ringer this is easy. Tho suds must 
be strong enough to begin with, and 
must be mado of soap containing no 
rosin. No soap must be applied directly 
to tho flannel. 

Doing up Shirts.— Damp linen is 
very pliable, and a good pull will altar 
a 1 1-inch into a 15-inch collar in the 
twinkling of an eye. They should be 
stretched crosswise and not lengthwise. 
Shirt-bosoms also should be palled 
crosswise and not lengthwise, especially 
in the neighbourhood of the chin, else 
the front of the neck-band will be 
drawn under the chin and the set of 
tho collar spoiled. 

Fish Pib. — (1) Boil one quart of 
potatoes in boiling water and salt ; (2) 
soak one pound of stale bread in cold 
water, and wring it dry in a clean 
towel ; season it well with pepper, salt, 
and a lablespoonful of chopped parsley; 
(3) cut two pounds of codfish in small 
pieces, and lay in cold water ; (!) 
when the potatoes are clone, peel them, 
mash them through a colander and 
season them with salt and pepper ; (5) 
put the fish and bread in alternate 
layers in a pudding dish, make a top 
crust of the potatoes, and hake the 
the pie an hour in a moderate oven. 
Total cost, 22 cents. 

Wild Ducks. — Mallard, leal, and 
the common varieties should bo washed 
after dressing, then place a small onion 
in each and pour boiling water over 
them. In ten minutes rinse in cold 
water and wipe them dry both inside 
and out. 'Fill, not to full, with a dres- 
sing of mashed potato,"* seasoned with 
sage, onion, pepper, salt and a beaten 
egg. Truss neatly, put a slice of salt 
pork with them in the pan, and place 
in a hot oven. Baste first with butter 
melted, in hot water, with », little salt; 
afterwards with the drippings. Cook 
until they are brown and tender, which 
will be in from twenty minutes to 
three-quarters of an hour, according to 
their size and age. Ten minutes before 
serving dredgo lightly with flour, and 
baste with molted butter ; then watch 
that they do not burn. Thoy should 
look frothy, brown and crisp outside, 
and be juicy and rare when cut. Gar- 
nish with curled parsley and sliced 
lemon, and serve with currant jelly.

Unhappily the poet did not live to 
see and sing the birth of the Prince 
Imperial. 

English journals received by the 
last mail point out that the British 
tenanoy of Cyprus may be inadu tho 
subject of a Russian ultimatum for 
want of a better grievance. It appears 
that the last of the Lusigr.ans, who 
held tho title of Prince Royal of 
Cyprus, Jerusalem and Armenia, is a 
naturalised Russian subject, a resident 
of St. Petersburg, and a protege of tho 
Czar. This personage has recently 
pressed on the attention of the Russian, 
British and Turkish Governments his 
claims to tho island which the British 
have recently taken over from the 
Porte, which is alleged to have 
been illegally in possession. Lords 
Salisbury and Dufl'erin nro stated 
to have been favoured with com- 
munications from this royal sprig. 
It would ho an extraordinary act were 
Russia to press the claims of a refugee 
of about forty years' standing, but if 
the Czar is unable to find a better 
cause to champion, the chivalrous au- 
tocrat may put in a claim to Cyprus on 
behalf of his protege. .

WHEREAS, IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
make provision for tlie Eloction of a 
Mayor and Municipal Councillors for tho 
City of Victoria for tho year 1880. 

Bb it therefore enacted by the Mayor 
and Council of the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria, as follows : — 

1. Tho Election of a Mayor and Coun- 
cillors for the City of Victoria, for the 
year 1880, shall tako place on the second 
Monday in the month of January, 1880, 
and such election shall commence at 12 
o'clock, noon. 

2. The nomination of Candidates for 
the respective oflices of Mayor and Coun- 
cillors for the said City shall take place at 
the new City Hall, Douglas street. 

3. Tho Returning Officer of Yates Street 
Ward shall, on the second Monday in 
January, 1880, at noon, nominate such 
porsons as shall bo put in nomination in 
that behalf by some duly qualified voter 
as candidates for tho said offices, as the 
case may be. A show of hands shall then 
take place, and tho said Returning Officer 
shall thereupon declare which of the can- 
didates for the said oflices has or have 
been elected by the show of hands. 

4. In case a poll bo duly demanded at 
the election of a Mayor, the vote of the 
electors shall be taken on the following 
day, at tho newCity Hall, Douglas street, 
in the said City of Victoria, and the said 
poll shall be open at 10 o'clock A. M. and 
close at 4 o'clock p. m. 

5. In case a poll shall be duly demand- 
ed at the eloction of Councillors for any 
Ward in tho said City of Victoria, tho 
vote of the doctors ontitled to vote in such 
Ward shall bo taken on the day following 
the nomination at the following places, 
that is to say: In Johnson Street Ward, 
at tho new City Hall, Douglas street, in 
the said City; in Yatos Stroet Ward, at 
the Police Barracks, Bastion street, in tho 
said City; in James Bay Ward, at the old 
Council Chanibors, Government street, in 
tho said City; and the said poll shall be 
opened at 10 o'clock a. m. and closed at 4 
o clock r. m. 

6. In case of a poll at an election for 
Mayor or Councillors the votes shall be 
given by ballot. 

7. The ballot of each voter shall con- 
sist of a paper [in this By-law called a bal- 
lot paper] showing the names and occupa- 
tions of the candidates for the office of 
Councillor. In Yates Street Ward, in 
addition to such ballot paper, there shall 
be an additional ballot papor showing the 
names and descriptions of tho candidates 
forth* office of Mayor; each ballot paper 
•hall have a number printed on the back 
and sh»ll have attached a counterfoil with 
the same number printed on the face. At 
the time of voting the ballot paper shall 
b« markod on both sides with an official 
mark and delivered to the voter within 
the polling station, and the number of 
auch voter oh tho Register or List of Mu- 
nicipal Voters shall be marked on the 
counterfoil, and the voter, having secretly 
marked his vote on tho paper and folded 
it up bo a» to conceal his vote, shall place 
it in a closed box in tho presenco of - the 
Officer presiding at the polling station 
after having shown to him the official mark 
on the back. 

8. Any ballot paper which has not on 
the back the official mark, or on which 
votes arc given to more candidates than 
the voter is entitled to voto for, or on 
which anything excopt tho said number 
on the back is written or marked by 
which the vote can be identified, shall bo 
void and not counted. 

0. After tho closo of the poll, the ballot 
boxes shall bo closed up so its to prevent 
the insertion of additional ballot papers 
and shall be taken charge of by tho Re- 
turning Officer for Yates Street Ward and 
that officer shall, in the presence of such 
of tho candidates as may be in attendance 
or their agents, and of the Returning 
Officer, open tho ballot boxes at tlie new- 
Council Chambers, Douglas street, in the 
said- City, and ascertain tho result of tho 
poll by counting tho votes given to each 
candidate, and shall forthwith declare to 
bo elected the candidates or candidate to 
whom tho majority of votes have been 
given. 

10. Where an equality of votes is found 
to exist between any candidates at an elec- 
tion, and tho addition of a vote would 
entitle any of such candidates to bo de- 
clared elected, the Returning Officer shall 
give such additional voto, but shall not, 
in.any other case, bo entitled to vote at 
ah election for which he is Returning 
Officor. 

lit And for tho purpose of regulating 
tho modo of procedure at such election ; 
and of conducting tho said polls, section 
one of the By-Law entitled "A By-Law to 
regulate tho olection of a Mayor and 
Councillors for tho city of Victoria in the 
yoar.1875," Commencing: If any candi- 
date nominated during the time appoint- 
ed, etc., together with all tho subsoquont 
sections of tho said By-law and tho sche- 
dule thoreto appended aro hereby incor- 
porated with this By-law and shall be 
read togethor with this By-Law as if tho 
same had been re-enacted, word for word, 
herein and hereby. 

This By-Law may be cited for all pur- 
poses as "The Municipal Elections By- 
Law, 1880." Passed the Council Decem- 
ber 24th, 1879.
